Robert A. McNamara, Chief, Special Services Division and John Johnston, W3BE, Chief, Personal Radio 
Division. This is a pretty special group of policy makers. You will want to see and hear what they say!

NO CODE? 


We are perfectly aware that the above heading might incite a few 
to riot -- before you load your gun and come hunting, read on to 
the end. It can't hurt to see what follows, and it has the side 
effect of keeping the editor nervous, awaiting the ‘shot across the 
bow’. 


I don't believe there is a single active amateur who isn’t aware of 
the nearly daily efforts of commercial interests to take over some of 
the electromagnetic spectrum space allocated to us, They have not 
always been successful, but that is changing. Amateurs are 
notoriously individualistic and find it hard to reach an agreement 
between themselves regarding what is best for the Service. To 
achieve the greatest impact, amateurs must engage in dialogue so 
that all may be heard and a real effort be made to find areas of 
agreement, and areas that are negotiable. Those who are in the 


fight to maintain the Amateur Service need guidance, and even 
more, need to know what sort of support they can expect from the 
majority of we licensed amateurs, as attempts are made to negotiate 
the best possible arrangement for all of us. 


There are several schools of thought among amateurs regarding 
what is needed to revitalize the Amateur Service. One school says 
- "we must have no-code entry licensing to attract young’ people, 
amateur populations will remain static until we eliminate the code 
requirement". 

Another school holds that "No-code licensing will end amateur radio 
as we know it - the bands will become CB all over again - new 
amateurs must earn the privilege, they won't appreciate it if we give 
it to them’, “If young people won't work to learn the code, then 
they won't be worth much as amateurs anyway", 


All shades of opinion exist between the two extremes and. 
somewhere there is a area in which a majority could reach general 
agreement, which might just provide some negotiating room. The 
only Way we can find out is through face to face, candid discussion. 
Amateur operators have better than average ability, and when they 
have an overview of problems and/or proposals, are perfectly able to 
balance pros & cons, and come up with an opinion based on facing 
facts, not fancy or prejudice. There does seem to be general 
acceptance of the fact that Amateur Radio must increase it numbers 
substantially, or face oblivion. 


It might be well to set some of the more obvious problems out, 
giving us a view of the range of problems. 


(1) that of mounting and sustaining a steady and signifcant growth; 


(2) that of attracting and keeping young people into the amateur 
ranks; 


(3) bringing the rank and file amateur into realization that if he

wants to continue his hobby, he must become aware that the 
future of amateur radio is in his hands. 


Other high priority areas exist but the above are certainly among 
the prime areas that we must attack. 


I want to inject here a personal feeling - awareness of numbers 
by our political representatives is well known, In 76 years of 
amateur licensing, we have attained a total of about 450,000 
amateurs. An average growth of about 6,400 per year. This must 
be strikingly increased. I believe that a growth of 20% per year 
might be attainable -- if we work like beavers --. I further believe 
that if we are to make a ripple in the legislative area, growth 
approximating this magnitude must be attained and maintained. Even 
with that, we only double our ranks by 1993.....a better goal that 
can be reached might be: 


THE 80th ANNIVERSARY OF AMATEUR LICENSING WILL OCCUR 
IN DECEMBER, 1992, LET'S SET A GOAL OF A MILLION HAMS 
BY '92! 


Such growth can only be attained if a majority of we hams reach 
a clear concensus, and all work to enroll new members into the 
fraternity. Let us talk together, work together, and then take part 
in the re-vitalization of the amateur service. We could reach it if 
each of us, on the average, enlisted one new amateur in the next 
three years. Not impossible! Of course not, but it does require 
dedication! Remember, QCWA can’t do the job by itself, but if it 
wants to spear-head a project, we've lots of talent and we've been 
amateur radiomen long enough to know that it’s worth the effort. 
We can sure make a racket and we have the prestige to impress all 
with the need - provided we can convince ourselves that a need 
exists! 


The Editorial Pages of the QCWA Journal are open to your 
thoughts -- Do you believe that added amateur population is needed? 
Lets hear why you believe CW is important, and lets hear some 
reasoned rebuttal comments, similarly, lets hear of the opinion of 
those who feel that growth can only be attained by dropping the old 
CW requirement. Let's hear some completely new ideas for 
increasing the number of amateur license holders and, for the great 
middle group, give us your thoughts, your fears and actions that you 
believe might contribute to the growth of the Amateur Service. 
There may be one idea, not yet voiced, that would go a far toward 
helping QCWA determine what the majority of us feel is necessary 
to strengthen Amateur Radio and what we can do to achieve that 
end! That one idea may be the one you have - send it to us now!

Congress has become involved in the ARRL’s fight to preserve amateur 
frequencies, especially the entire 220 MHz band presently threatened by 
FCC D 87-14.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF ONE GENERATION TO ANOTHER 
—— SS 


The American family is an anachronism. 
What nostalgia-crazed Americans idolize as 
the traditional family went out with O: 
and Harriet. Who wants to have a doddering 
grandparent in the back bedroom? Who 
wants to spend hours with confused and 
rebellious teenagers, their bodies ablaze with 
hormones, cajoling them into learning algebra 
or rejecting drugs? Life is too short to 
spend it burdened with nurturing young 
minds, or caring for old feeble bodies. 
Making a living these days takes too much 
time to allow for family life like it used to 
be. 


It is time for the people and their 
government to face reality. Families are 
passe. Government programs must henceforth 
be directed toward relieving prime-age wage 
earners, also our prime taxpayers, of their 
familial burdens by designing —_better 
institutions to replace what the old-fashioned 
family used to do. 


Can you imagine a candidate for president 
of the United States making this speech? Of 
course not. If there is one issue on which 
all candidates seem to agree, it is for the 
need to return to "traditional American 
Values," especially the family. There is no 
problem, we are told, from drugs to teen-age 
Pregnancy to infant mortality that cannot be 
cured by parents doing their duty to their 
children, and children doing their duty by 
parents, 


True enough. There is no substitute for 
quality time, spent with children, loving, 
teaching, drawing -boundaries between right 
and wrong. But time is a precious commodity 
these hurried days. To duplicate what our 
own parents achieved requires both mothers 
and fathers to work. Getting ahead requires 
long hours, resulting in pressure, anxiety and 
exhaustion. Add in a little well-deserved 
time to ourselves, and when is there time for 
kids? 


And if there is no time for kids, there is 
certainly no time for the old. Kids, at least, 
belong to the future. There is pride to be 
felt in seeing a child grow into manhood or 
_womanhood. Babies are an adventure. With 
the old.and the infirm, there is only the 
unpleasant, to many the unbearable, promise 
of what awaits us all, There is the agony of 
watching loved ones, once strong and vital, 
decay into someone we cannot recognize. 


Americans now in their 40s and 50s were 
fortunate to have grown to adulthood at a 
time when Ozzie and Harriet were the ideal. 
It may have been a grossly exaggerated ideal, 
but the family as a close unit extending 
backward and forward from one generation to 
the next was still the foundation of American 
society. And those families were grounded in 
clear, simple ethics of right and wrong, of 
duty, honor and community. 


There was some understanding that one 
generation should not steal from another. 
Buying a lifestyle beyond your means with 
debts to be passed on to another generation 
was wrong. Parents had a first responsibility 
to their offspring, working and saving to 
provide them a better future. And the 
offspring carried a responsibility to their 
parents for having given them life and succor. 
And all understood the social imperative for 
the biblical command to “honor thy father 
and thy mother.” 


Voluntary intergenerational responsibility is 
a concept fast fading. The elders vote to 
take an ever greater share of their children’s 
livelihood to provide what they fear will not 
be, or cannot be, freely given. 


Politicians who would recoil in horror at 
the speech of the imaginary presidential 
candidate proffer their solutions to the 
national ills: more and better funded 
institutions, more day care to relieve parents 
of the responsibility of parenting; more 


nursing homes to keep grandparents out sight; 
drug programs to persuade kids to do what 
parents should be forcing them to do; more 
tutoring programs and longer hours at schools 
to do what parents should be overseeing at 
home. 


Perhaps it is just as well. Too many modern 
parents would tell their children that right 
and wrong are mostly unknowable. They 
would teach that life is a journey of moral 
discovery where each person works out a 
code best suited to his or her preferred 
lifestyle. Too many would tell children to 
look out for No. 1, that pain and suffering 
and failure are often the fault of others, and 
that they need bear little responsibility for 
their own actions. 


Worst of all, we live in a world where the 
miracle of life has lost its wonder. It is 
possible to believe a woman should have the 
right to choose an abortion and. yet weep 
bitterly that so many women have held life so 
cheap, and their own pleasure so dear, that 
they would snuff out 15 million unrealized 
lives. 


It is a depressing world where the miracle 
of birth and growth and fulfillment and even 
death is seen less the object of life and more 
an interruption of life. 


The words of the fictitious candidate all 
too accurately portray modern America, The 
resurrection of the family does not require 
more government programs ‘or more 
institutions. The resurrection of the family 
awaits a profound change in the minds and 
hearts of Americans, A reacceptance that the 
family is the end, not the means, And a 
reacceptance of such outmoded concepts as 
duty, honor, personal responsibility and self- 
discipline.

All Supervisors of Radio 
Sirs: 


Effective this date you are authorized to 
issue general .and restricted amateur radio 
station licenses to permit the use of any one 
or all of the following bands of short wave 
lengths:--75 to 80 meters (3.75 to 4.00 MHz), 
40 to 43 meters (7.00 to 7.50 MHz), 20 to 22 
meters (13.64 to 15.00 MHz), 4 to 5 meters 
(60 to 75 MHz), in addition to the band 150 
to 200 meters (1.50 to 2.00 MHz), provided 
application is made by the owner of the 
station, which station must be prepared to 
use the wave length, or wave lengths 
requested, 


The use of continuous wave telegraphy only 
will be permitted on wavelengths other than 
150 to 200 meters and the antenna circuit 
must not be directly coupled to the 
transmitting circuit, 


Silent hours will not be required of 
amateurs while using the wave lengths within 
the above bands below 80 meters except 
where the transmitting station is so situated 
as to produce objectionable interference with 
other services. 


Hereafter special amateur stations will not 
use wavelengths above 200 meters. They may 
be authorized to use the band of wavelengths 
from 105 to 110 meters in addition to the 
wave lengths within the bands authorized for 
general and restricted amateur use, where the 
special amateurs are engaged in conducting 
tests with government or commercial stations. 


General restricted and special amateur 
stations will be permitted to use the entire 
band of wave lengths from 150 to 200 meters 
employing pure CW, spark and modulated 
forms of transmission. 


It should be made clear to the amateurs 


that the authority granted above is, 
necessarily tentative because of the rapid 
development taking place. in radio 


communication and the bands of wave lengths 
authorized may be changed whenever in the 
opinion of the Secretary of Commerce such 
change is necessary.

The ARRL commented, at the time of release 
of the authority: "We received the short- 
waves largely because we were willing to give 
up the waves above 200 meters, which are 
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useful to other services. Everything in these 
regulations is on a “till-further-notice” basis 
and is subject to change without warning. 
The Bureau did not want us to have to wait 
until the September Conference to get the 
use of short waves, but it should be 
understood that conference will rehash the 
general matter of wavelength allocations and 
changes may result. It is our duty to occupy 
the newly-authorized areas immediately, to 
get as much experience therein as possible by 
late September, and to report this experience 
promptly to ARRL Headquarters so that 
dependable data will be available when 
amateur requests for short waves are under 
review at the conference to held in 
Washington at that time.

I simply don’t like the word

1 have looked at the definition of "Amateur" and in part it is "amateur is one 


who does something for the pleasure of it rather than for pay and often implies a relative Jack 


of skill". 


The definition of our service as Amateur simply is only partly true and in part tends 


to imply that we are stupid oafs incapable of operating by the same rules that apply to 


professionals. 


Incidentally, the term “professional” may be applied to an amateur if the same 
duties are performed but money is received for the effort expended.

professional is a professional because he gets paid for doing what an amateur does free of 
charge. We need to upgrade our standing and to get entirely away from passive acceptance of

that, becoming ashamed of ourselves, we were about the hope for the 
best, in spite of the implied threat that the FCC might just take you 
off the air if you caused a neighbors garage door to open when you hit 
the key on 20 meters. There was, after all, a chance that the 
Commission would act responsibly, and that amateurs would not be 
penalized for interference experienced by inferior equipment being 
operated near an amateur station, Well, this euphoria was abruptly 
broken upon receipt of word, admittedly second hand, of a statement by 
a representative of the Federal Communications Commission. In part, 
the statement says. . if an amateur is on the air and wiping out 
500 homes because the ham is getting into a cable TV system, one of 
the immediate ways to rectify that problem and pacify the town council 
is to ask the Amateur to shut down. Generally the first approach is 
the voluntary approach. This (quiet hours) would be a secondary 
approach and one that we hope would not be long term. That is the 
intent ..... to give immediate relief to a very tough situation. 


What we see here is the Commission taking the stand that it can 
modify your license, without hearing, giving absolutely no consideration 
as to whether or not you are guilty of causing interference. You 
note that the rule, as written, does not limit the FCC authority, or set 
up safeguards and procedures to insure that “temporary measures" 
remain just that, temporary, The stand taken here by the Commission 
can effectively deny you the right to operate under a license granted 
by the FCC.... through no fault of your own. They have recognized 
that interference (RFI) to inferior equipment can and does exist, and 
that the easiest way to fix it is to take the amateur off the air. 


My first experience with RFI in the big leagues came about 1964, 
when my firm was employed by a low VHF Television Station in 
Pennsylvania to investigate complaints that portions of the Grade A and 
Grade B signals were being interfered with inside the city limits of 
certain towns. It was believed that local cable TV operations were 
causing the problems. Our investigations, which were detailed, found 
that the local Cable TV system was leaking energy, adjacent channel to 
our clients signal, great enough to cause objectionable interference. 
Proof of this matter eventually brought corrective action by the Cable 
TV group. Now - in the example quoted by the FCC representative 
above, wherein hypothetically a "ham" gets into a Cable TV system and 
wipes out 500 viewers -- not a word was said about the fact that the 
Cable TV system was probably at fault, that poor terminations and/or 
drops permit a strong nearby signal to get into the cable system, not 
through the fault of the "ham" but through the fault of the Cable TV 
system, who will do nothing as long as they can, forever, if po: ie! 
The problem is, that the rule as written, and the Commission 
Representatives own discussion lead us to believe that Amateurs may 
have their license modified, be required to go silent, through the 
failure of others to maintain equipment properly. And, the Amateur 
does not appear to have any way to demand or require that the cause 
of the problem be determined and corrective action taken by those who 
are responsible. 


AFTER ALL, WHEN THE HAM WENT SILENT THE PROBLEM STOPPED, 
OBVIOUSLY THE CAUSE WAS THE HAM -- AND THE CABLE TV 
GOES MERRILY ON, WITH LEAKING COAXIAL LINES -- SUBJECT 
TO RFI AND RADIATING ILLEGAL LEAKAGE SIGNALS - BY 
DEFINITION, HE IS A PROFESSIONAL - BY THE FCC’S ACTION THE 
HAM IS A SUCKER! 

The Federal Communications Commission, by eliminating the 
hypothetical problem through taking the amateur off the air has, by 
implication, fixed the guilt for the problem in the mind of the public. 
After all, when the ham went silent the problem stopped. Obviously 
the cause was the ham -- and the Cable TV goes merrily on, radiating 
illegal leakage signals - by definition, he is a professional - by the 
FCC's action, the ham is a sucker! 


The Federal Communications Commission has had authority for @ long 
time to establish standards for manufacture of consumer products which 
would, in large part, permit such products to operate in the 
environment in which they are placed. The FCC has consistantly 
refused to use that authority. As long ago as 1967 responsible 
engineering firms were urging the FCC to take steps to inaugurate 
rules and standards to insure that consumers would be assured of the 
satisfactory operation of electronic devices purchased by them in good 
faith. The FCC has stood firm. No such standards have appeared, and 


it does not now look like we will see them in the 20th Century, 
too unreasonable to inquire why this is so?

I have just finished reading the article by Jim Gundry, W4JM, on the 
possibility of reallocating portions of the 40 meter band. 


When you read the preamble portion, it sounds like a very good idea- 
however, the further you read, the more you have to realize that his 
article is merely a screen to get more phone operating privileges for 
Advanced and General Class hams, and less for those who use digital 
communications, such as RTTY, AMTOR, ASCII and Packet, It's a neat 
little trick if we let him get away with it. 


It is my understanding that two ARRL directors are behind this, but it 
my considered opinion that the idea stinks. I wonder why people have to 
try to change things? Sometimes these suggestions come from a remark 
made on the air, such as "Gee, I wish we had more room for SSB!" So 
having a bit of an inside track, said self-made rule change instigator says 
“I can do something about that, and proceeds to try to foul up some 
more of our ham bands". 


Packet is the coming thing - it is already here, but has not begun to 
see its full potential. No, 1 am not a Packet man, but I do work RTTY 
and enjoy it - we have approximately 25 kHz on 40 meters and now some 
2-letter ham that should know better wants to take that away from us, 


And, Iam also against his idea for changes on the 10 MHz band. For 
God's sake, leave well enough alone and quit meddling, 


MHz is a Mess!

In reference to the comments on the 40/30 meter bands and the next 
WARC made by Jim Gundry, W4JM, in the Spring, 1988 issue of the 
QCWA Journal. I would like to make the following comments: 


I agree, the 40 meter band is in a mess and has been for some time. 
We have complained about the foreign broadcasters for years now with 
no results. Perhaps some re-allocation might help. However, the 
allocation proposed by Jim has completely left out consideration for 
digital modes other than CW (ie., Packet, AMTOR, RTTY, etc). The 
packet activity from 7090 to 7100 has grown substantially in recent 
months and will continue to explode. This is working out to be an 
excellent spot for message and data transfer for ranges up to 300 miles 
in the afternoon and ranges of 500 to 1000 miles at night. Elimination 
of the Extra Class segment would help. I would suggest the proposed 
7400-7150 kHz segment (or at least part of it) be further restricted to 
RTTY, AMTOR, ASCII & Packet modes. 


The comments about 30 meters are of more concern to me. 
of the 10140 kHz and above for packet is in very heavy use now and 
will continue to grow. Other digital modes will continue to fill the 
frequencies below 10140 in the immediate future. A small segment for 
Novice operation might be a good idea, but I think the 30 meter band is 
much to small to even consider a phone segment. 


The use 


I'm not suggesting that Packet be given special consideration over 
other digital modes, but Packet has opened up new information transfer 
capabilities never available to the amateur before and I think its use 
will expand the way FM has on VHF. Unfortunately, Packet is very 
susceptible to QRM and should not be forced into a smaller band 
segment with CW. Both CW and especially Packet would suffer.

How can you not be intrigued by an author who begins his 
discussion of ’The Ideal Antenna System’ by declaring "presented with a 
100-foot mast or tower, the author’s first instinct would be to fetch a 
saw and cut it in half... .."? 


That's precisely the refreshing approach L. A. Moxon, G6XN takes 
to antenna design and performance in his RSGB-issued text H. F. 
ANTENNAS FOR ALL LOCATIONS. 


This hardback book measures $ 1/2" x 11", is 260 pages long, and 
probably contains more charts, graphs, tables, and diagrams than 
ARRL’'s ANTENNA BOOK, Plus -- a very big plus, indeed ~~ you get 
full benefit of Moxon’s own experiences, related with his unique sense 
of humor. 


H. F. ANTENNAS divides neatly into two parts: theory and 
practice, If you're like me, the fun of antennas is converting an 
armload of Radio Shack ty masting, No. 14 house wire, and ladder line 
into something that'll get you some respect on the low end of 20. So 
let's just say Moxon's first ten chapters on doctrine are as superlative 
as the rest of the book (they are), and study the wire-stringing part, 
titled "Theory Into Practice." 


Six chapters deal with a half-dozen broad antenna categories: 
single-element antennas, horizontal beams, vertical beams, large arrays, 
invisible antennas, and mobile and portable antennas. Within each 
chapter Moxon discusses and diagrams nearly every conceivable antenna 


type, then concludes with his own recommendations of “best buys" for 


performance under yarious circumstances. 


Some quite common antenna varieties are completely left out of 
the book; Moxon tells you what they are and why they aren't 
mentioned. Conspicuously absent, by the way, is the triband three- 
element trap Yagi. Not because he doesn’t like them -- although he 
tends to believe you're best served by rolling your own, then seeing 
how it performs --but because W3DZZ antennas have been written to 
death in hundreds of other books. 


‘What Kind of Antenna’ is the wrap-up chapter that contains the 
reference to cutting a 100-footer in half because of "fear of monsters." 
In this summary, G6XN suggests how you would best get maximum all- 


band performance when your zoning and property situation includes one | 


of four potential antenna supports: one tall tower, two short towers, 
‘one house-mounted ty mast, or merely "a large climbable tree.” 


A thorough discussion of basic test equipment and construction 
do’s-and-don'ts round out this antenna book you'll want to refer to 
again and again. 


The author, of course, speaks from his crowded G-Land 
perspective: small lots with even smaller backyards (gardens) and 
difficult zoning situations. You'll find big power and tall towers in 
England, but not as often as here -- UK geography somehow brings 
cota ham's innate desire to do more with less. If you feel that same 
way, here's G6XN to your rescue . . . his book's a winner!

EACTORS AFFECTING SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS 


Jim Blades, WOCLS

As a high school counselor I see a large number of scholarships 
originated and distributed each year. Some are for as little as $5.00 
and some as large as $10,000 renewable for four years. However, a few 
factors should be considered by groups presenting scholarships. 


First, with the new tax laws scholarships which are used to cover 
tuition and fees are tax free. Scholarships which cover room, board, 
books, miscellaneous expenses are all taxable income for the student, 
thus many scholarships are really 80% or less of the stated amount.. 


Second, the student with financial need is going to be able to get 
assistance through the federal programs to some degree. For the sake 
of an example, suppose John gets a federal aid package of $3500. Now, 
QCWA gives John a $700 scholarship. Immediately the federal aid 
package is reduced to $2800. If the aid package included a loan and 
the school financial aid officer is nice, the loan portion would be 
reduced and the gift aid that had been included in the package 
originally would remain the same. It is possible for the aid officer to 
keep the loan portion the same and reduce the gift portion. He would 
then reassign the unused gift aid to some other student. The effect of 
this is to give the QCWA aid to some other unknown student. The 
scholarship should be specified to be used for tuition and fees. As 
total gift aid received by the student did not go over the 
mn and fees, the taxes would be eliminated. 


If the student is financially able to pay (at least the government 
thinks so), and thus the student receives no federal aid package, the 
QCWA scholarship would be a direct benefit to the student selected. 
Again, it would be preferable to have the scholarship directed to 
tuition and fees to avoid taxation. 


If need is considered in the selection of QCWA winners, the 
probability is high that other aids will be available to that person. In 
that case I would suggest that the scholarship be limited in size and 
more individuals assisted by the program. Especially 1 would not want 
to see any restriction such as the recipient could not accept any other 
scholarshit

Here in San Diego, we have a number of 
clubs and associations to satisfy the various 
facets of amateur radio. These range from 
the DX club to the repeater association and 
include a number of regional groups. To 
coordinate the activities of these clubs and 
associations, the San Diego Amateur Radio 
Council or SANDARC represents fifteen clubs 
and associations that includes San Diego 
QCWA Chapter No. 14. One of the activities 
sponsored by SANDARC is a Volunteer 
Examiner program. The SANDARC VEC is 
QCWA Chapter 14 Member, Harley Gabrielson, 
K6DS. SANDARC sponsors four regional VE 
teams covering the Northern, Southern, 
Eastern and Central San Diego metropolitan 
areas, that conduct examinations monthly. In 
addition, unscheduled examinations are 
conducted in various other locations when 
requested. 


SANDARC VEC is unique in that no fees 
are charged for examinations and the written 
portion of examination is administered and 
graded using computers. When = the 
examination is administered, questions are 
randomly selected from the question pool by 
the computer program that includes the 
required number of questions from each area 
to be covered, After an examination has 
been completed, the computer grades the 
examination in response to a command by one 
of the VEs' and the test results are printed 
out with spaces for signatures of each of the 
three VEs* and the date and location where 
the examination was held. There are several 
advantages to using the computer; the 
questions contained in the examination given 
to the candidates cannot be compromised, 
since the questions are randomly selected and 
no one knows what specific questions are 
going to be asked, Grading is automatically 
performed, eliminating error and reducing the 
workload on the VE team.

Through the 
hard work of the Convention Committees 
a very substantial surplus was found to exist 
after all expenses of the Convention were 
paid. Shortly thereafter, the Chapters 
donated more than $800 to the QCWA Building 
Fund. This was in addition to having repaid 
the QCWA treasury the $500 which had been 
advanced to help with the initial start-up of 
the Convention activities. 


This was the first time such a thing had 
happened. We did, of course, thank the 
Chapters for their gift but, even though late, 
felt that QCWA membership as a whole should 
know of the generosity of Gator and Citrus 
Chapters. 


The QCWA Building Fund drive is an 
activity that hopes to accumulate enough 
funds so that, in the future, when time and 
circumstances are right. that a permanent 
home for QCWA Gifts to the fund are tax 
exempt and gifts in any size are welcomed.
